WASHINGTON — U.S. Sen. 
Ted Cruz’s political organization 
said Tuesday it was assured in 
2015 that there was nothing 
illegal about the data his presi- 
dential campaign was being 
provided by Cambridge Analyt- 
ica, a firm that has come under 
fire for improperly collecting 
personal information about 
millions of Facebook users 
without their consent. 

Cruz is under attack from 
Texas Democrats as new ques- 
tions about how the Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, firm siphoned 
data from Facebook, allegedly 
through an app misrepresented 
as “a research app used by psy- 
chologists.” 

On Friday, Facebook an- 
nounced it was suspending 
U.K.-based Strategic Communi- 
cations Laboratories and its U.S. 
data subsidiary, Cambridge 
Analytica, alleging they ob-

Bomb in Austin also tied to killer

A serial bomber who has 
been terrorizing the region was 
behind a Tuesday morning blast 
and a package containing explo- 
sives at separate FedEx facilities 
in Schertz and Austin, author- 
ities said. 

But police in the capital said 
an evening incident involved an 
incendiary device, not a bomb, 
and appeared to be unrelated. 

The first explosion Tuesday, 


reported to Schertz police about 
12:25 a.m., came just days after a 
fourth package explosion oc- 
curred in Austin, injuring two 
people. 

Tuesday’s explosion at the 
FedEx Ground building in the 
9900 block of Doerr Lane oc- 
curred while a package was 
traveling along an elevated 
automated conveyer, officials 
said. The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation confirmed one 
employee, a woman, was treated 
at the scene and released.
